“intolerance, aggressions, and 
warlike predatory governments 
like Japan.” 
- He sald It was necessary that the 
United States have an agreement 
with Britain to use the British sea 
bases at Singapore and Hongkong. 
If this were arranged Japan's posi- 
tion would immediately become un- 
tennble and'she would be forced to 
withdraw from China. e 

END OF REGRESSION " 


Commenting on President  Roosc- 
velt’s Chicago speech, Mr, Hubbard 
said it was a fine one and indicated 
the end of the United States policy of 
regression in the face of threats and 
“bluffs”. He snid it was essential to 
all peace lovers to indicate to Japan 
that her dream of a complete Eastern 
hegemony, with possible expansion 
throughout the world, must end. 

Mr, Hubbard indicated thot Japan's 
next logical steps would be firstly, 
acquisition of the Phillppines, 
secondly, of Sumatra and the Malayan 
Peninsula, thirdly Hawail, and 
fourthly, the continerit of the United 
States. He added it vue tlme to halt 
this ereeping aggression.

‘REFUGEE PROBLEM 


Hongkong must look to some 
of the Chinese refugees fresh 
from the horror of the Japanese 
bombing attacks in Kwangtung, 
like an oasis to‘a desert travel- 
ler perishing of thirst. There 
is safety here; and in our 
charity our doors are not. bar- 
red to anyone. We would be 
poor - humans indeed who did 
not listen to the cry for sanctu- 
ary. And yet common-sense 
warns’ that there must be a 
limit to the number of fugitives 
we can safely absorb. In this 
we are not thinking of ourselves 
any more than of those who 
seek safety under our flag. 
Somewhere there must be a 
point of saturation, beyond 
which it would be unwise, if 
not dangerous, to allow the 
Colony’s population to expand. 


The obvious remedy, it must 
be suppose), is to estimate the 
number of persons of all classes 
we can decently house and feed; 
allow a reasonable margin for 
an emergency; then shut the 
doors against immigration. At 
the. time of writing there are 
no figures available agcurately 
reckoning the surplus popula- 
tion, so it is impossible to judge 
whether or not the need for 
netion is immediate. We would 
be no more than guessing if 
we were to say it is: A check 
of figures of the Kowloon- 
Cunton Railway reveals that 
while there is a small pre- 
ponderance of in-bound. passen- 
ger traffic, it is not in any way 
alarming. Almost as many 
persons — are travelling in the 
other direction daily. Where 
the check is needed is 
on the multitude of junks 
and: steamers which — every 
month bring thousands _ of 
passengers to Hongkong. How 
many of these people remain 
here? Presumably there — is 
some means of discovering. It 
is a fact that shipping com- 
panics bringing.-.in refugees 
must see that they are put 
aboard the train to Canton, and 
we suppose that this is a mea- 
sure to avoid overcrowding. 
Dut there is nothing to prevent 
these people coming back again. 
The figures from the Kowloon- 
Canton railway,. therefore, tell 
us nothing. Or, at Icast, they 
tell us that possibly 2,000 per- 
sons a day are coming to this 
Colony from various parts of 
Chinn; but do not -prove it. If 
there is any means of discover- 
ing exactly how many persons

Britain’s ‘civil air — pilots. 
especially those who may in 
future be concerned with opcrat-

Settlement 


“{ am strongly of the opinion that 
Shanghal {s no place for any British 
woman and they are very foolish to 
want to stick It-out,” wrote & 
Shanghéi resident to a friend in 
Hongkong on September 27. “Between 
ourselves, I am certain: the Settle- 
ment will yet know the more serious 
aide of war and if the sitting-on the 
ferice policy of the foreign Powers {3 
kept up indefinitely (and I expect it 
to be so) the position in and about 
Shanghui will gradually get worse 


“In spite of everything the Chi- 
nese . still hold the North Station, 
which is almost Incredible, and 
Chapel: to some big extent is still in 
thelr hands. Adding to this the 
Japanese have falled to obtain 
mastery of the air aithough it ls get- 
ting on that way. The Japanese 
have adopted an overpowering at- 
titude with regard to our rights to 
enter ‘Hongkew snd Yangtzepoo and 
apparently do what they think with- 
out reference to foreign Consular 
authorities. I have been over into 
the stricken arena twice and it has 
all been cleaned up Very nicely, in 
Tact it Is cleaner now than it has 
ever been, but the damage done is 
colossal. Somebody gets hurt or 
Killed in the Settlement every day 
from shots, bad shells, and machine- 
kun bullets which have taken = the 
wron{t turning....and one never 
knows, ..

News here concerning Nanking is 
that terrible punishment was infilct- 
ed on the town generally but so far 
as military objectives are concerned 
no real damage is recorded. The 
Air Defence force in Nanking is sald 
to be very thorough and the raiders 
have a hot time of it.

REFUGEE PROBLEM 


Hongkong must look to some 
of the Chinese refugees fresh 
from the horror of the Japanese 
bombing attacks in Kwangtung, 
like an oasis to a desert travel- 
ler perishing of thirst. There 
is safety here; and in our 
charity our doors are not bar- 
red to anyone. We would be 
poor humans indeed who, did 
not listen to the cry for sanctu- 
ary. And yet common-sense 
warns that there must be a 
limit to the number of fugitives 
we can safely absorb. In this 
we are not thinking of ourselves 
any more than of those who 
seek safety under: our: flag. 
Somewhere there must be a 
point of saturation, ° beyond 
which it would be unwise, if 
not dangerous, to allow the 
Colony’s population -to* expand. 


The obvious remedy, it must 
be supposed, is to estimate the 
number of persons of all classes 
we can decently house and feed; 
allow us reasonable margin for 
an: emergency; then shut the 
doors against: immigration. At 
the time of writing there are 
no figures available accurately 
reckoning the surplus popula- 
tion, so it, is impossible to judge 
whether or not the need for 
We would 
be no more than guessing if 
we were to say it is. A check 
of figures of the Kowloon- 
Canton Railway reveals that 
while there is a small, pre- 
ponderance of in-bound passen- 
yer traffic, it is not in any way 
alarming. Almost as many 
persons are travelling “in the 
other direction daily. Where 
the check is needed — is 
on the multitude of junks 
and steamers which — every 
month ‘bring thousands _ of 
passengers to Hongkong. How 
many of these people remain 
here? Presumably there is 
some means of discovering. It 
is'a fact that shipping com- 
panies bringing in - refugees 
must see that they.are put 
aboard the’train to Canton, and 
we suppose that this is a mea- 
sure to avoid overcrowding. 
But there is nothing to prevent 
these people coming back again. 
The figures from the Kowloon- 

railway, therefore, tell 
us nothing. Or, at least, they 
tell us that possibly 2,000 per- 
sons a day are coming to this 
Colony from various parts of 
China; but do not prove it. If

Flying By 
Sun, Moon 
And _ Stars 

Britain’s civil air, pilots. 
especially those who ‘may. .in 
future be concerned with operat- 
ing the Transatlantic service, are 
eagerly awaiting the publication 
this month of a_ series of 
astronomical tables—the first 
attempt ever made, it is believed. 
to apply the technique of sea 
-navigation by the sun and stars 
jo the requirements of flying. 

The tables, which are being 
published by the Air Ministry, have 
been prepared by the Nautical 
Almanac Office under the direction of 
the Astronomer Royal.’ They mark 
the first stage in a task of sky-guiding 
which ia expected to take three yearr 
to complete, says the Daily Mail. 


Up to the present the two principal 
methods of air navigation have been: 


“Dead reckoning’—the determina- 
tion of on aircraft's position by means 
of the compass; and tho use of radio 
direction signals. 

‘Both methods have been found to 
be not always adequate, especially 
on long-distance flights, = “Dead 
reckoning” seldom gives accurate 
results, while wireless dircctlon-find-
